Saanich farmers are 
given some incentive to cultivate 
strawberries, production of the 
fruit for which the district at| 
one time was famous, is liable 
to fade into oblivion. 

Estimated crop for 1946 is 100 
tons, said Councillor W. C. Ker- 
sey, one of the districts authori- 
ties on berry growmhg. “This,” 
he said, “compares with a pro 
duction in 1926 of 2,000 tons.” 

Strawberry production dropped 
mostly..during. the ‘war years 
when prices particilarly were 
poor and many growers went 
inté war industries and other 
types of work because in them 
“there was something definite in 
sight.” 

SEASON LATE 

This year’s season. is late, he 
sald, Unless the weather remains 

exceptionally hot, no —strawher-. 
ries could be expected before 
June 8. Wet weather in the last 
month retarded the berry plants.

Maternal Death Rate 
Lower Last Year 


The maternal] death rate in Vic 
toria during 1945 was less than 
half that in 1944, according to 
figures released ig the report of 
the medical health officer for 
1945, by.Dr. Richard Felton 

Victoria's popwiation is increas 
ng, showing a.positive vita] in 
dex of 7.5, having a birth rate of 
21.2 for the year and a death rate 
of 13.7. Despite this the infant 
mortality rate was slightly highey 
than for 1944. Of the 55 infant 
deaths registered this year, D 
Felton stated, 18 occurred within 
the first 24 hours,’ 14 within the 
first week, and eight within the 
first month, representing 73 per 
cent of the total number 

No epidemic occurred in the 
citys during 1945, and the total 
number of communicable diseases 
was 1,754, mostly measles, 694 
cases, and chickenpox 634 cases 
There were no cases of diphtheria 
or typhoid fever in the city, and 
only one case of cerebral menin 
gitis. 

Preve ntion of diphtheria 
whooping cough, scarlet fever 
and measles by the administra 
tion of the appropriate vaccines 
and toxoids has continued, Dr 
Felton said. A combination of 
diphtheria and whooping cough 
immunization were the most pop- 
ular, with smallpox vaccination 
and scarlet fever immunization 
coming next 

The per capital cost of public 
health services in the city was 96 
cénts, slightly higher than for 
last year, he stated

"TALKING TO A VEFERAN who has just finished a long period 
of hospitalization, I asked him what helped him most over 
that trying period. 

With a grin he answered: 
interesting books.” 

I could well understand the first, because I know my own 
reaction-to-personatcharnr tra nurse while Mi Hospital, and 
I could also understand the second 

However, I probed a bit further and asked what sort of books 
he enjoyed most during his many months of suffering 

“Oh, an occasional ‘whodunit,’ but. I read a lot of books 
Eve never had time .to. read before-—Ivanhoe’ ‘and *Pi¢kwick 
Papers’ and lots of. so-called classics.” 


THERAPEUTIC AID 

H's REMARK BROUGHT to my mind Mark Twain's classic 
definition of a classic as something that everybody wants 

to have read but nobody wants to-read. : 

But it also reminded me of the big part boeks can play in 
convalescence, so much so that they are now being recognized 
as a definite curative aid 

War conditions brought this home to such an extent that, 
during the last few years, many veterans’ hospitals introduced 
special] library services. 

Under which efforts were made fo direct patients’ reading 
into purposeful and objective channels, rather than just-as-a 
time-consuming recreation 

. Doctors carried it further by recommending books which 
might play a definite part in the recovery-of patients, 


DE SEVERSKY’S EXAMPLE 

N INTERESTING STORY of the power of suggestion as a 

healing factor when imparted through the right medium is 
given in a New York Times article on rehabilitation by Howard 
A> Rusk, M.D 

Early in the war, Alexander de Seversky wrote a magazine 
article entitled, “I Owe My Career to Losing a-Leg,” in which he 
told how he lost.it while flying for the Russians in World War J. 

And of the handicaps he came to continue flying and 
make his subsequent entry into the broader field of aeronautical 
engineering 

So impressed were the publishers with the article, that they 
made several hundred thousand reprints and distributed them to 
U.S. hospitals and air bases throughout the world 

The wisdom of this action was shown some time later by the 
story of a US. Marine flying officer, Logan ; 


TERRIBLE INJURIES 

OGAN'S PLANE WAS HIT in a dogfight with Zeros and he 

was forced to bail out. As he was coming down, a. Zero, 

apparently out of ammunition, dived at him and tried to cut him 
down with its propeller 

Logan managed to pull himself up by 
ev first attempt. But the enemy 
cut off one of his heels and severed the other foot entirely 

Upon landing in the water the young officer, despite his 
injuries, inflated his life raft,-erawled in and applied a tourni- 
quet and sulfa drugs, and was then picked up by a crash boat. 

Some time Jater he asked: “What was the first thing 
you thought about when you were giving yourself first aid?” 


SET HIS OWN GOAL 
+ E ANSWERED: “T thought of an article I had read about 

Alexander de Seversky and how, although he lost a leg in 
the First World War, he was able to continue flying and be- 
came one of the great men of the world in aviation. I thought 
if he could do it, I could, too’ 

Surgeons who handled his case declare that this grim de- 
termination, inspired by the De Seversky article, helped save 
that lad’s life 
And will carry him ‘through to the goal he so pluckily set” 
himself from the’time of his disability 
Many badly disabled. Canadian veterans have also gained 
greatly needed encouragement from the stories of how the 
similarly afflicted have overcome theix handicaps: 


9) PER CENT BOREDOM 
T IS GENERALLY recognized, says Dr. Rusk, that about 10 
per cent of hospitalization time is spent in pain, and the other 
90 per cent in boredom. 

Patients usually read to prevent that boredom. That is 
why some of the larger service hospitals are providing good 
library facilities under professional direction, so that each in- 
dividual patient's reading may be directed at his own level 

It may be a long time before bibliotherapy-eomes fully into 
its own, but it is interesting to see this trend in the use of 
books as healing aids. ~
